[Bull Bear, Cheyenne, Formerly with 
Miller Brothers Is 
No More 


- Bliss, Okla., July 27.—'The Miller 
Brothers, prominent in the control of 
Miller Brothers’ 101 Ranch Wild 
'West, have just been advised of the 
death of Bull Bear, one of the fore- 
’most show Indians in this country. 
Bull Bear died at Kingfisher, Okla., 
July 17 at the age of fifty-nine years. 

; The deceased Indian was a Chey¬ 
enne and had been made a chief 
among his tribesmen because of his 
bravery in times of war. He was one 
/of the contestants in the famous Pat 
i llennesey massacre at Beecher Island, 
,(Neb., and also took part in the Indian 
'troubles at • Navajo Mountains when 
j’lforty Texas Rangers were annihilated 
1 while under the command of a state 
1 governor, who, it is said, to this day 
(does not know what tribe of Indians 


[was responsible for the killing. 

I Until recently Bull Bear had been in 
service with the Miller Brothers’ Wild

■was given the Oklahoma showmen by 
his brother, Thunder Bird, “for the 
Reason that Bull Bear had often men¬ 
tioned the good treatment he re¬ 
vived from the Miller Brothers.” One

The shows will move from one Sul¬ 
livan & Considine house to another 
next season intact, without the chang¬ 
ing of a single act. This was de¬ 
termined at Chicago on Wednesday of 
this week when Chris O. Brown, New 
York manager of the firm, and H. C. 
Robertson and Paul Gourdon, of the 
Chicago office, held a conference. 

The shows will open in Cincinnati 
and then move to Milwaukee, Minne¬ 
apolis, St. Paul, Duluth, Winnipeg 
(Monday opening) and then west. 

There are many advantages in the 
new arrangement. It makes the jumps 
better and saves at least $10 per per-

former on railroads; it makes the rail¬ 
roading easier, as special train service 
has been arranged for at the points it 
is needed; it makes it nicer for the 
artists inasmuch as it gives longer 
time contracts, and it is nicer for S. 
& C. as it saves a lot of work. 

Where the houses are owned by in¬ 
dividual managers and one wants an 
expensive show and another a cheap 
show such a plan is not practical but 
Sullivan & Considine have the leases 
of their houses and all of them play 
the same shows.

SELLS-FL0T0 TURN 

3,000 AWAY AT OMAHA 

Engagement in Nebraska City Monday Another Tribute to 
Independents 


Omaha, July 25.—The great Sells- 
Floto Shows came, we saw, and they 
conquered. From the grand entry 
to the last mad dash down the home¬ 
stretch by the rumbling, careening 
cnariots at the close of the perform¬ 
ance, the 12,000 people inside the “big 
top” in the afternoon were perfectly 
satisfied that they had seen one of 
the best tented arenic shows before 
the public. 

The Sells-Floto people are remark¬ 
able economists in the matter of time, 
making each minute of the two hours 
and more divulge its quota of refined 
circus entertainment. The courage 
of a great show like the Sells-Floto 
traveling the country at the small ad¬ 
mission of twenty-five cents aroused 
the admiration of a long-abused circus 
public and the latter flocked out to 
see if it were really true that the cir- 
cus is classed with the largest in the 
land. The continuous applause that 
greeted the various acts showed plain¬ 
ly that the folks realized that at last 
a great circus had fairly “cut the price 
in two, but left the fine performance 
whole.” 

But the performance. We will not 
be so foolish as to say that it was 
the best thing we ever saw in a circus 
tent, but considering the price ot the 
Sells-Floto shows and the price 
charged by other big moguls we can 
truthfully say that the Sells-Floto 
aggregation gives the public more 
nearly their money’s worth. It is no

Omaha. Neb., July 25.—The SeJls- 
Floto Shows turned them away in 
droves at night and packed them to 
the ring bank in the afternoon here 
today. It is the biggest thing at the 
“split” ever seen in this city and has 
established itself so strongly that 
when they come again the same great 
crowds will be present to bid them 
welcome. It was the third big show 
into Omaha this year and the Fore- 
paugh & Sells Bros.’ combination was 
heavily billed for September 19. All of 
this seemed to have no effect whatever 
on the attendance. It is no exaggera¬ 
tion to state that fully 3,000 people 
were turned away at the night show. 
A heavy rain came up about ten 
o’clock just as the performance was

are as enthusiastic as ever over the 
success of the “big thing.” Plans 
are now being put through to give the 
people a three-ring and two-stage cir¬ 
cus for twenty-five cents next season. 
There will be a six-pole top and many 
new feature’s will be added.

Tammen states that the menagerie 
will be doubled and will include some 
of the rarest animals that money can 
buy. 

All the nrincipal railroad officials, 
including General Manager Mohler of 
the Union Pacific, and Mr. Spend of 
the Burlington, took in the perform¬ 
ance.—C. L. H. 


Most Notable Feature of Perform¬ 
ance Said to Be Jim Ruther¬ 
ford’s Clowns. 


The Hagenbeck-Wallace circus will 
exhibit at Hammond next Monday. 
The show will arrive there on Sunday 
and the performers are planning an 
invasion on Chicago on that day. Op 
Monday many members of the Chi¬ 
cago circus colony will return the 
visit. 

The show has been in Indiana for 
more than two weeks and, consider¬ 
ing that the farmers are in harvest, 
business has been very good. Last 
Sunday the show was at Valparaiso, 
Ind., and had many visitors. Among 
them was W. E. Haines, contracting 
agent of the Sells-Floto show; Frank 
Purcell, press agent of the Sells-Floto 
shows, and Mr. and Mrs. Z. A. Hen¬ 
dricks and E. E. Meredith, of Chi- 
cago. 

The performance this year is well 
spoken of. The feature which stands 
out most is the work of the clowns. 
James H. Rutherford, the principal 
clown, is surrounded with as capable 
a bunch of jesters as has been gath¬ 
ered together in circus history, and an 
aeroplane stunt is one of the most 
notable travesties yet produced. Henry 
Stantz, who impersonates an old lady 
in the hippodrome ring and entertains 
before the performance begins, makes 
a tremendous hit. 

Fred Wagner, who is with the show 
again this season, ran into Chicago last 
Monday from Valparaiso.

New^Productions Being Made, Companies Being Organized 
and Shows Rehearsing—On the Windy City Rialto

T HERE are all sorts of activities 
apparent in Chicago just at 
present, and the coming season 
promises to be a very busy one. What 
with new productions in the making 
new shows being rehearsed, and new 
companies being organized, the city 
is humming with life and things 
theatrical are looking up. One of the 
latest announcements is that a second 
company will be sent out on the road 
to plav “Madame Sherry” in the one- 
night stand districts. It is said that 
Hamilton Coleman will have the role 
that is being played by Ralph Herz 
in the Chicago production and Amelia 
Stone is to sing and play the Lina 
Abarbanel role. It is probable that 
this new company will be whipped 
into shape right here in Chicago, and 
may be seen at the Colonial for one 
week before it starts out to get the 
whole country humming and whistling 
“Every Little Movement.” 

It is interesting to note what a New 
Yorker said the other day in regard 
to this same French vaudeville, as 
George W. Lederer delights to call 
his show. He said: “I believe the 
show will get the worst of it when it 
goes to New York. It seems to me 
that Lina Abarbanel is miscast, that 
Herz doesn’t have much to do, and 
that Frances Demarest has the best 
of the deal all the way through. She 
introduces the big song hit, and gets 
away with the most of the honors.” 

It may be that New York will not 
like the attraction, but there is one 
thing certain, and that is that the 
Hochsna music will titillate even 
those blase New Yorkers a little bit, 
anyway. 

Sarah Truax, who is well known in 
Chicago, and who was formerly in 
stock at the Bush Temple theater, will 
return to the stage for a week and 
play a role in “Lady Windermere’s 
Fan” at the Grand opera house in St. 
Paul, beginning August 27. Miss 
Truax retired from the stage a year 
or so ago when she was married to 
Charles S. Albert, a prominent at¬ 
torney of Minneapolis. 

Isabelle Randolph, a dainty actress 
who has done some very good work 
in stock companies in and around 
Chicago, will join the cast of “My 
Cinderella Girl” at the Whitney opera 
house soon, while Marguerite Snow 
prepares to get up in the lines of 
George Barr McCutcheon’s “Beverly.” 

There are all sorts of rumors of 
companies being organized to pick up 
some easy money during the Knights 
Templar conclave. It is probable that 
nearly every house in town will be 
open during that week, and if some 
of the plans now in the making ma¬ 
terialize, we will see several hastily 
brought together companies playing 
for the delectation of the host of vis¬ 
itors in the city during the gala week. 

The theatrical season will be for¬ 
mally opened next Monday night 
when “The Midnight Sons” comes to 
the Lyric. Richard Carle will further 
start things going on Thursday night 
when he will reveal his new piece, 
“Jumping Jupiter,” at the Cort, and 
after that things will hum right along, 
and the season will be upon us. 

Otis Harlan, the rotund comedian, 
has invented a new drink. Just as 
though there were not enough good 
drinks to tempt us now. 

It is now announced that “Baby 
Mine” will open the season at the 
Garrick. The farce will be moved 
over from the Princess to make room 
for some other show' in the Clark 
street playhouse. 


It begins to appear as though we 
were to have a taste of “Chantecler,” 
and that right soon. Those who have 
studied the announcements for the 
American Music Hall have doubtless 
noticed that we are to have “A Barn¬ 
yard Romeo,” or something to that 
effect, and to a man up a tree it 
would seem that this is a sort of 
imitation of the famous Rostand 
play. 

When “Her Son,” a new play by 
Charles Bradley, opens at Powers’ 
theater August 7, the following play¬ 
ers will be seen: Miss Jennie Eus¬ 
tace, Miss Katherine Emmett, Syd¬ 
ney Booth, Miss Margaret Lawrence, 
William Riley Hatch, Miss Margher- 
ita Sargent, Hall McAllister and 
Arthur Behrens. 

Bob Adams, our old friend Bob, 
who used to “entertain” down at 
Freddie Trains’ some years ago, has 
gone and done it. He, with his vaude¬ 
ville mate, Bob Allen, is the rage in 
London just now. It would appear 
that the two Bobs went across the 
Atlantic to see what they could do. 
They applied at several music halls 
for work, but they were unknown, and 
so were turned down. They did not 
grow discouraged right away, how¬ 
ever, but kept pegging away. By and 
by they got an engagement for one 
week. They billed themselves “The 
Two Bobs,” and went on. They were 
a scream from the start. They put 
over some good coon songs, and they 
awoke the next morning to find they 
had made a ten-strike. Right away 
an enterprising music hall manager 
got to them and signed them up for 
three months. They hit the nail on 
the head, and are on the way to make 
money. Bob Adams, by the way, is 
some composer, and has several pop¬ 
ular songs to his credit. 

W. K. Semple, who has been doing 
a good share of the press work for 
“The Fortune Hunter” since it arrived 
in Chicago, is scheduled to go to Bos¬ 
ton to do the press work for the play 
when it opens there early in Septem¬ 
ber. Mr. Semple is known as a high¬ 
brow agent, and he will have abun¬ 
dant opportunity to pull off much 
erudite stuff in the city of beans and 
brains. 

And now it is announced that the 
People’s Theater will open early in Sep¬ 
tember with the Marie Nelson Stock 
Company. Robert Ranous will be the 
leading man and a good strong com¬ 
pany is being gathered together for the 
season. It is said that Miss Nelson, Mr. 
Ranous and John Prince will back the 
venture. j | 

Harold Attridge, the popular young 
playwright, author of “The Girl in the 
Kimono” and other successes, is at pres¬ 
ent the guest of Boyle Woolfolk, man¬ 
ager of “A Winning Miss” at Mr. 
Woolfolk’s summer home in Danville, 
Ky. Messrs. Attridge and Woolfolk 
are collaborating on a new musical play 
which will soon be ready, and which 
will be offered to the public the coming 
season. And, by the way, Max Bloom 
has signed a three years’ contract to 
appear, featured, in “A Winning Miss,” 
the rehearsals of which will begin 
August 15. Mr. Bloom is at present in 
Pensacola, Fla., visiting friends. 

There is a persistent rumor going the 
rounds that Charles W. Collins, late 
dramatic editor of the Inter Ocean, will 
blossom out as an author in a short 
while. It is said that he has a musical 
comedy up his sleeve, which will prob¬ 
ably get its baptism of the footlights 
this season. 


From far away, cool Macatawa Beach 
comes a breezy letter from Jack Harlow 
containing much news. Mr. Harlow 
announces that “The Dickey Bird” in 
which he and Mrs. Harlow were so 
successful in vaudeville has been ex¬ 
panded by Barry Gray into a three-act 
comedy for seven people, and it will 
probably be offered in Chicago some 
time this season. Mr. Harlow writes: 
“We are always glad to get The Show 
World, for it seems it gives us the real 
news of Chicago. We have been here 
a month and will stay until the first of 
September. My wife can really swim 
twenty-seven strokes—Kellerman out¬ 
done. Fishing isn’t so good just now, 
but it was great for a while.”

WILL PERFORMERS BE HIT BY THEII( 

OWN boomerang? 


The boomerang is a device characteristic of Aus¬ 
tralia where its use is confined to the semi-barbarous 
bushmen who find that it saves a lot of walking to 
be able to throw a weapon which will return to the 
thrower in case a shot is missed. Even in Aus¬ 
tralia, indeed, the boomerang is passing as a crude 
instrument which doesn’t belong to these days of 
modern civilization. The agitation which is on in 
Chicago relative to the exhibition of the Jeffries- 
Johnson fight pictures suggests that the second city 
in the United States is experiencing a retrogression 
—that folks here are toying with a boomerang. 
Champions of one brand of high class morality have 
hurled a weapon at what they have chosen to call a 
‘‘brutal, demoralizing exhibition,” and now, if Chief 
of Police L. T. Steward stands pat, this weapon will 
come back and hit them fairly between the eyes. 

Acting upon an application which has been made 
for a license to exhibit the Jeffries-Johnson fight pic¬ 
tures in Chicago, Chief Steward on Monday issued 
the following order to his assistant superintendent 
of police, the real executive head of the department: 
“Permit the exhibition of no pictures or representa¬ 
tion in any form of acts illegal in the state of Illi¬ 
nois.” In explanation Chief Steward said emphatic¬ 
ally that the order speaks for itself and is to be 
interpreted literally, as it reads. .The official’s posi¬ 
tion in the matter is clear. He realizes that the 
country’s constitution guarantees a government of 
laws and not of men. He knows that certain things 
cannot be prohibited merely because he wishes them 
to be prohibited but must stand or fall because they 
are either right or wrong with existing laws as the 
standard of judgment. In other words, Chief Stew¬ 
ard has merely directed that existing laws be en¬ 
forced and that his construction of existing law is 
that the representation in any way of things that are 
illegal in the state of Illinois is likewise illegal. 

Reformers who have insisted that the Jeffries- 
Johnson pictures be barred from Chicago, it would 
seem, must therefore prepare themselves for expur¬ 
gated editions of Shakespeare and the drama as 
exemplified by other classic authors. Chief Steward 
must, to be consistent, insist upon “Hamlet” without 
its murder scene and Macbeth without its dripping 


dagger. It will be a long time before murder will 
be legal in Illinois. “The Death of Caesar,” by 
Gerome, at the Art Institute, is in danger, if Chief 
Steward plans to be consistent—for it is certainly 
the representation of an act that is illegal in the 
state of Illinois. And innocent “Baby Mine” which 
has been delighting thousands in Chicago for 
months, mainly through its representation of the 
illegal act of kidnaping, must go—if Chief Steward 
plans to be consistent. 

But the chief’s ultimatum is not the last word in 
this controversy if the Illinois moving picture men 
who have the state rights for the films really gave 
up fifty thousand real, cold dollars for their rights, 
as it has been announced they did. Fifty thousand 
dollars is a lot of money and worth a lot of argu¬ 
ment. And the courts in the land are commonly 
supposed to have been established for the interpre¬ 
tation of law which chiefs of police are appointed 
to administrate. The governor of one of these 
United States had his gray matter working the other 
day when he said that he was no gambler, did not 
bluff, and consequently was not going to prohibit 
anything which he had no right to prohibit. “The 
legislative body of any community, town, city or 
state can prohibit these things by enacting laws, if 
laws to cover them do not already exist,” he said, 
“but the stretching of laws to accomplish a purpose, 
laudable as this purpose may be, will not suffice.” 

Looking at the matter from an absolutely disinter¬ 
ested standpoint it would seem that the country-wide 
agitation against the fight pictures is the magnifica¬ 
tion of an ant hill into a mountain. If the exhibition 
of fight pictures is demoralizing, it remains a cer¬ 
tainty that the exhibition of the Jeffries-Johnson 
pictures would demoralize a fewer number of people 
than has been demoralized by any set of fight pic¬ 
tures made in years. The result of the battle was 
far from being popular and the public wants to for¬ 
get it. If given free rein the pictures would run 
themselves out in less time than has been taken up 
with the discussion of their influence upon poor, de¬ 
pendent Young America which is thrown face to 
face with vice at every corner in every great city and 
still seems to be weathering the gale.
